. Joy with which the army was received at Milan. 
~ Accounts from Brindifi ftate, that on the 15th the 
Fréoch troops, in confequerite of orders brought to them 

‘ over land, evacuated the place, and with fuch precipita- 

tion as to leave both their magazines and booty. 

{ VIENNA—May 11. 1799. 

The General of Artillery, Baron Kray, who remain- 
‘ed“behind, in obedience’ to the orders of Field-Mar- 
thal Suwarrow, to undertake the fiege of Pefchiera, has 
fent here a$ courier the Firlt Lieuteasst of Artillery, 
Vopartnety, with ‘the agreeable intelligence, that on 
the sth inftant, after having made every difpofition for 
the opening of the trenches and for the bombardment of 
the citadel, he had offered to. the enemy’s garrifon, 

.. which according to all accounts confifted of one thou- 
fand five hundred men, a capitulation, by which it fhould 
be allowed to come out upon condition not to ferve for 

® fix months againit us or our allies. 

Our preparation and difpofitions for attack made thé 
enemy accept our capitulation, and deliver up the for- 

* trefs, wvith/all the artillery, ammunition and provifions. 

The firft account of General of Artillery Kray is, 
that minety cannons and mortars were found in the 
place ; befides fixteen gun-boats equipped, and a great 
quantity of ammunition and provifions. 

Barly on the morning of the 6th, the General of ar- 
tillery placed a company at one of the gates of the for- 

* trefg, and caufed an inventory ofall the ammunition and 
provifions to be taken. The Firft Lieutenant of en- 
gineers Danno, and the Major of artillery Gillet, the 
Count St Julien, and others, particularly diftinguifhed 
themfelves, 

The Grand Duke Conftance arrived at the moment 

_the petrifon was forced to capitulate. That prince, 

after the evacuation of the place, continued his journey: 

"to the head-quarters of Field-Marfhal Comte Suwarrow.

VIENNA—May 8. 

Field Marthal Count’ Bellegarde has forwarded by 
Lieutenant "Dietrich, the. preliminary details of the of- 

‘ feafive operations of the'army under his orders, from 

y. the goth of April tillthe 3d of May. 

The weather having become a little more favourable 

* towards \the lait days of April, and paffes more practj- 

‘ cable, Field Marfhal Count Bellegarde determined to 

» execute without delay the plan ‘of attack which he had 
prepared. It was made on the 30th of April, in two 
columns and feveral detachments. The firit being the 

. principal one, was commanded by Field Marfhal the 

* Count Bellegarde, and the fecond by the Field Mar 

.fhal Haddick. Each of thofe columns was fupported 
in its operations by detachments, which f»metimes at- 
tacked, and at other times only made demonttrations. 

The firft column penetrated from Nauders into the 
Engadine. _ It was neceflary to pafs the Inn at feveral 

- fords, which the troops, notwithftanding the extreme 
‘cold, performed with the greateft willingnefg; feveral 

" were loft by the rapidity of the current. 

| As foon as the fignal for attack was given all the ad- 

- vanced pofts of the enemy were attacked at the fame 

“time by the fir column, and by the detachments which 

had taken the roads leading to the Lower and Upper 
Lovellen; the gredteft part of them were killed, and 
-the reft put to flight. ‘The referved pofts of the enemy, 
‘however, availing themfélyes of the advantage of the 
ground, difputed every inch. 

From Strada to. Ramifs. the‘firft column and the de- 
_tachments were obliged to climb tiie moft impracticable 
‘mountains, fighting at the fime time in order-to drive 
athe enemy from feverel advantageous pofitions. 

Towards twelve o’clock this culumn arrivéd before 
Ramifs ;_ the enemy was driven from the heights which 
command the valley of Ramifs, from the village itfelf, 
as far as the entrenched pofition behind Ramifs. 

This pofition naturally very advantageous, was ren- 

‘dered {till more fo by thé works which the enemy had 
raifed oa the front and right flank. 

The mott decifive attack again{t this entrenched po- 
fition was made upon its left wing, on the fide uf Manas. 

Field-Marfhal Lieutenant Bellegarde had ordered a 
particular column to penetrate from Ifyl and Spils, by 
the mountains, as far as Schleims and Manas, and af- 
terwards to pafs the rivulet of Ramifs above Manas. 
This column had, from the place at which it was form- 
ed, already made fome extremely painful marches over 
the fteepeft mountains ; fo that ia advancing from Ma- 
nas by the valley, full of ravines, the foldiers had. al- 
moft exhaufted their ftrength. | 7 

On thar fide the enemy had fecured themfelves by 
three entrenchments, placed one before the other, which 
could only be reached by a-very oarrow path. That 
column, however, in {pite of the exhaulted {late of the 
foldiers, carried two of thofe entrenchments ; but by 
the obftinate refiftance of the’ enemy and their‘own ex- 
treme fatigue, they could not reach the third. 

lt was the intention of Field-Marfhal Bellegarde, 
that an attack fhould be made. upon the entrenchments 
on the enemy’s right flank, as foon as this column had 
reached his left. 

The troops deftined for this aflault advanced to the 
entrenchment, thick fet wish palifadoes, and in fpite of 
a very brilk fire of artillery and tufquetry, climbed up 
the {teep height npon which the entrenchment was made. 
‘They forced the palifadoes, but their fatigue did not 
fuffer them to penetrate as far as the entrenchment. In 
the conitant hope of being able to drive the enemy out 
of this eftrenchment, who had already feveral times 

iven way, but who with forces repeatedly. renewed, 
defended themfelves behind their parapet with obftina- 
cy, the attacking divifion fuftained trfelf for a long time 
at a few ‘paces from the ditch, without either fide lo- 
fing an inch of ground. 

Night came on, and Friel.!-Marhhal Bellegarde was 
obliged to defer till next. day the afiault of the camp. 

During that time, Field-Marfhal Haddick had fixe- 
ceeded in penetrating with his columo over thé t6p Of 
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the Scharf, and into the valley as far the bridge 
near Schlus. Count Bellegarde had relied upon this 
fuccefs. ‘The enemy could no lonper maintain them- 
felves in their pofitioa behind the rivulet of Ramifs, 
and'the lefs fo, as the column of Field-Marthal Belle 
garde had got beyond their right wing. : 

The column of Count Haddick, from its point of 
formation until that of the attack, had to make a very 
difficult {tage of 10 hours over the {teepeft mountains 
covered with fnow; he made his troops take fome 
hours repofe upom the fummit of one of them, | bat 
only being able to allow a few fires, they necellarily 
futfered from the extreme cold. 

About four o’clock in the morning the advanced 
guard, commanded by Colonel Routfeau, attacked the 
advanced poits of the enemy 3 they were immediately 
driven away. . The troop of referve of the enemy 
maintained theprfelves in their polt near the village 
Scharl! ; they did not yield till after ao obttinate bartle 
of an hour, during which we took feveral prifoners. 

‘The column puthed before them the deteated divilions 
of the enemy under a continual fire till halt pait one 
o’clock ; but the advanced guard found themfelves un- 
expectedly before a pofition which was ttrongly fortitied 
both by nature and art, the front of which could only 
be reached by a narrow path, and all the attemps of 
Colonel Rouffeau to penetrate to it were rendered 
fruitlefs by the vigorous refi{tance of the enemy. ; 

At length the Colonel detached fome companies 
under the command of the firft Lieutenant Giwchack, 
which, by taking a very long bye road through an 
abatis, got beyond the entiénchmen's of the left Sank of 
the enemy, and as they could from the top of a hill 
diftrefs the right flank, more energy could be employed 
in attacking the front; in this manner the enemy was 
fuon forced to abandon this pofition with a confiderble 
lofs ‘The column pufied forward, but met with an 
almoft infurmountable obftacle. ‘The only way by 
which it could pafs was a narrow hollow path on the 
declivity of a rock, which was entirely expofed to the 
fire from the enemy’s entrenchments, 

Field-Marthal-Lieutenant Haddick, finding it impof- 
fible to approach the enemy in front, determined to at- 
tack their entreachments in the rear, froma height which 
appeared almott.inacceflible, and to diflodge them from 
their pofition by an attempt which they by no means 
expected. The Chief Chafleur Mathieu, of the corps 
of Le Loup, with fome other chaffeurs, and Caprain 

| Enyeter with a company and an. half of the regiment of 
Antoine Efterhazi, were charged with this enterprize, 
who, by means of cramp irons fcaled the highett fum- 
mit of the mountain undifcovered by the enemy ; and 
while their attention was engaged by our cannonade from 
the mountains in their front, the whole detachment, 
headed by Captain Enyeter, gained their entrenchments 
by defcending a frozen ravine in their rear. 

This bold attempt totally difconcerted the enemy, and 
gave our advanced guard time and opportunity to pene- 
trate by the narrow path in their front. ‘The entrench- 
ments being catried by aflault, the enemy took a new 
pofition further back ; but they were attacked and dif- 
lodged from it with great lols. ‘To cover their retreat, 
they deftroyed a wooden bridge, which could not be re- 
paired in Jefs than an hour and an half. 

The Field-Marfhal-Lieutenant Haddick puthed on by 
a forced march as far'as Schlus; but he was forced to 
halt upon the heights of the right bank of the Inn near 
Schlus, as his troops, exhaufted by a twenty-four hours’ 
march, were unable to make another attack, the bridge 
over the Inn near Schlus being deftroyed, and the only 
fordable paflage being commanded by the enemy’s bat- 
teries. 

The remaining detachment on the left, commanded 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Count Veiffenwolf of the regi- 
ment of Michae!. Wallis, was deftined to alarm the e- 
nemy in the valley of T{chirffer, and to keep them at 
Czernitz. This divifion was alfo compelled to make a 
very.long and difficult march to arrive at the poiot’of 
attack ~ His advanced guard foon drove in all the e- 
nemy’s out pofts to their referye, which was potted be- 
hind an Abatis, and for fome time there was only a 
partial difcharge of mufketry. The enemy, however, 
being reinforced, attacked our advanced guard, but were 
repulfed. About noon the enemy made a fortie from 
their abatis in greater force, and renewed the attack; 
our advanced guard was driven back upon the referve, 
and were obliged to retire by the narrow path already 
defcribed, as they could not advance againi{t the enemy 
on account of the {now being no longer {trong enough to 
bear them. Part of the rear guard fell into the enemy’s 
hands. ; 

The firft column has made feveral officers (among 
whom are a Chef de Brigade) and fome foldiers, pri- 
foners ; one cannon and feveral waggons loaded with 
powder fell into our hands, 

The column of Field Marfhal Lieutenant Haddick 
has alfo made fume prifoners. 

On the 1{t of May, at day-break, the.vanguard ad- 
vanced as far as Fottan, and the firft column joined the 
fecond between Schlus and Fottan. 

' The polts of the enemy were between Guarda and 
Lavin. On account of the great fatigues of the prece- 
ding day, the troops were not able to proceed farther 
than the lofty and fteep heights of Fottan. 

On the 2d of May, the re-united columns marched 
from Fottan towards Lavin, and took poft on.the high 
road. A fmall column, under, the orders of Colonel 
Zeegrade, of the reginient OF Beaulieu, marched to- 
wards the right bank of the Inn, in the fame direétion 
as the firft column. 4 

The enemy having deftroyed the bridge near the 
Lower Garda, and it being indifpenfably neceflary to 
have a bridge. of communication, a {mail bridge was 
conftructed there, which could not be completed in lefs 
than four hours. In the meanwhile the pofition of the 
enemy was reconnoitered, and the difpofitions for at- 
tack made. While they were doing this, Field Mar- 
fhal Lieutenant Bellegarde placed the vanguard before 
Guarda, and the main body behind the village. ‘I'he 
vanguard, as ‘well as the column where Field Marfhal 
Lieutenant Bellegarde was-in perfor, advanced under 
the orders of Field Marfhal Lieutenant Haddick upen 
the high road which leads to Cus. The divifion of Co- 
lonel Zeegradt, reinforced by two battalions, made a 
column apart, under the orders of General Count Ro- 
bili, who was to.march upon the right bank of the lan, 
in the fame direétion as the principal column. 

The two colums marched dire@&tty to Lavin, and 
forced the enemy’s advanced guards to retire as faft as 
poflible. ‘Ihe village of Lavin was carried by the ad- 
vanced guard ; but the enemy having re-affembled be- 
hind the village, another obf{tinate engagement took 
place, which however ended to our advantage, by means 
of the divifions fent to the mountains to take the enemy 





in flank. 








As the ground beliind Lavin was proper. for hy] horfese.. Captain Budew .tr 
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them to fly in the utmoft diforder to Czernetz. 

"Fhe General of Divifion of the enemy, Le Courbe, 
was wounded in the arm in his retreat. ‘The rear-guard 
of the French did not immediately abandon Czernetz, 
but retired during the night; and their laft pofts re- 
treated in the morning of the 3d of May towards the 
Uupper Engadine. ‘They fet fire to the bridges near 
Czernetz, but only the lower bridge was deltroyed. 

Our lofs in the two engagements of the 3oth April 
and 2d May is cunfiderable, of which Lieut.-General 
Bellegarde intends foor to tranfmit an exact account. 
Supplement to the account of Field-Marshal Suwarxows re- 

fative to the forcing of the passage of the Adda, and the 

taking of Milan. 

The General of cavalry Melas, in a particular ac- 
count, defcribes the general fatisfaction exprefled at the 
arrival of our troops in that city. ‘The Archbifhop and 
his fuite, with all the nobility, met the army a Creflen- 
zago, and delivered the keys of the city ; but could not 
find language fufficiently expreflive of their refpect and 
affection for his Majelty, and of their joy, at the recove- 
ry of their religion and their ancient conftitution.” 

From that place as far as the town, which is at three 
miles diftance, the army was accompanied by the people. 

The continued cries of ** Long live our religion and 
Francis the fecond !’”? where fo powerful, that even the 
Turkifth mufic, which is heard in the midift of battle, 
could not be diftinguifhed. 

Ia the evening a general illumination took place. It 
was almoft impoilible to pafs through the fbeets; yer 
notwithftanding the general confufion, the military force 
was not employed, nor was thete a fingle excels com- 
mitted, fo pure and fo fincere was the joy of the people. 

Our lofs in the different engagements in which we 
were concerned on the Adda, amounts to two hundred 
and forty men, and one hundred and five horfes killed ; 
three hundred and fixty-eight men, and one hundred 
and fifty horfes wounded; three hundred and feven 
men, and twenty-eight horfes mifling; in the whole, 
one thoufand three hundred and twenty-one men, and 
two hundred and eighty three horfes, 

VIENNA—May 15, 1799. 

I have the honour of inclofing to your Lordfhip the 

Extraordinary Gazette publifhed on Monday lait. 
VIENNA—MAY 13, 1799. 

The Firft Lieutenant Eck braught yelterday to his 
Majefty, from Field-Marfhal Suwarrow, the intelligence 
of fourteen ftandards having been taken from the enemy 
in the late engagements. ‘he Field-Marfhal had mo- 
ved with his army from Milan to Pavia, leaving four 
thoufand men under the command of General Latier- 
man to blockade the citadel of Milan, and to fupport 
other operations. On the departure of the courier he 
had advanced beyond Pavia. , 

The enemy had left in Pavia twelve pieces of cannon 
of different fizes, eightéen cafes full of mufkets for in- 
fantry, anda great many barrels of powder, with ammu- 
nition for the infantry and cavalry. 

General Vukaffowich found at Novara fixteen pieces 
of cannon, four mortars, two hundred and fifty cafks of 
cartridges, fifteen barrels of cafe thot, and feveral other 
military effects. 

The enemy had alfo been repulfed as far as the little 
town of Livorno. 

Field-Marthal Lieutenant Kaim being employed to 
take poffeflion of Pizzighetone, had regulated his difpo- 
fitions in fuch a manner as to enfure an attack upon that 
place at feven o’clock in the morning. In confequence 
of which, three fixteen pounders taken from the ene- 
my, twelve twelve pounders, ten howitzers, and a part 
of the Ruffian artillery, were fent to him. 

TVield-Marfhal Kray, availing himfelf of the paflage 
of the courier, forwarded the further particulars of the 
furrender of Pefchiera, by which he informs us, that ow- 
ing to the capitulation, the garrifon of fifteen hundred 
men, had quitted the town in the morning on the fixth; 
that the number of cannons and mortars, according to 
the inventory, amounted to one hundred ; that, inltead 
of only fixteen floops of war, there were found ninetcen 
completely equipped. 

General Kray of the artillery advanced on the 6th 
towards Mantua, in order to befiege that town, and to 
poflefs himfelf of the Po, fo that the provifions deftined 
for our army, which moves on but flowly, fhould not in 
any way be intercepted. 

General-Major Klenau makes very confiderable incur- 
fions beyond the Po, and in the neighbourhood of 
Regio, Modena, and Cento; befides which, Captain 
Buday, who is in front of Modena, announces that on 
the 4th in the afternoon he had fent a detachment for- 
ward, in order to difarm thofe people whom the ene- 
emy had armed in order to defend the town: That 
having entered the town, he immediately detached thir- 
ty huffars from Fort Orbano, as far as the river Panaro, 
within three miles of Modena. The fame day at eight 
o’clock in the morning, one hundred and fifty Cifalpines 
were gone from thence ; and their retreat was fo halty, 
that they left behind them a confiderable quantity of 
provifions ; fifty barrels of powder were left in the ci- 
tadel. The above-mentioned Captain, having learnt 
that there were at Svilambefto (which is about nine 
miles from Modena) ninety quintals of powder, a quan- 
tity of Saltpetre, and other articles of ammunition, had 
them all conveyed toa place of fafety during the night 
by a patrole that he had difpatched thither. A Cilal- 
pine Captain, who could not efcape the day before, was 
made prifoner at five o’clock in the morning by Captain 
Buday, who has fent him to Sachetta. 

Our troops were received by the inhabitants with the

I am and have been from. its firlt 
inftitution, a Member of thé Edinborgh Miflionary So- 
ciety ; and I have never feen or heard at uny of our 
mectings, any dbe thing that could have afforded 
even the fhadow of a foundation for fo cruel a charge. 
One of the firft and fundamental.regulations of the So- 
ciety is in the following words: ‘The propagation of 
‘the Gofpel atnong Heatien and Infidel Nations is 
“ the onty onyect of the Society, and fhall be the 
* onty supyect of difcuffion at their meetings,’ and 
apreeably to this regulation we have uniformly actted.— 
If the Society had any fiich objeéts in view as the Ho- 
nonrablé Gentleman imputed to them,’ or were to mani- 
feft at their meetings afy tendency to promate fuch cb- 
jeats, [ thould not only ceafe to be a Member, but 
would think it my bounden duty to ufe every effort in 
my power to diflulye the Society, for 1 will not yield 
to that Gentleman, of to any Member of the General 
Affembly, either Reverend or Honourable, in affec- 
tion to the beft of Sovereigns,, and in attachment both 
to the civil and religious eftablifhment of this kingdom. 

1 am perfonally acquainted with many members of the 
‘Society, and‘I do moit firmly believe, that what I have 
now faid of myfelf is equally true of moft of thofe whom 
IT knaw, .If the Gentlemalfis acquainted with any in- 
dividual of a different defcription, he ought to direét his 
attacks agaiaft -him, and not wantonly afperfe a large 
body of men, umongit whom there are many refpecta- 
ble, both for the excellence of their character, and the 
extent of their property ; and who .baye too much dif- 
Mcernment, not to perceive that the fecure poffeflion of 
their property is effentially conne&ted with the perma- 
nence of our happily eftablithed conititution of govern- 

nent. ‘ : 

Bat, Sir, independent of fecuiar intereft, the  re- 
{pectable and leading Members of the Mifhionary Socie- 
tyare loyal and faithful to their Sovereign for con- 
fcience fake. They, have fworn to him allegiance, and 
they will. never violate their oaths ; they are, more- 
over, convinced that that form of goverament which, 
under God, has produced fo much, and fuch long con- 
tinued happinefs to this country, is the belt which hu- 
man fagacity ever deviled for promoting the welfare of 
a ftate. 

I thall only farther requeft your indulgence, while 
I inform the Gentleman, that the Edinburgh Mifliona- 
ry Society has.i* concern whatever with the publica- 
tion that is entituled the Missionary Macazine, and 
is no more tefponfible for the papers contained in that 
publicaticn than the Honourable Gentlemen himfelf ; 
nor have any connectidn whatever with a Society late- 
ly ereéted in- this city, called rue Sotiety for pro- 
PAGATING tHE Gosrer at Home; or with thefe 
men whom they fend ayer. the country to preach, and 
to plant, Sunday fehools. This, favoured kingdom is 
not the feene of our operations*as a Sotviety, atid: the 
fole object for which we are affociated, is Tus PRora+ 
GATION OF THE Gospet in Heatuen and Inripst 
CounTRikrs, an object, as every man who believes his 
Bible, mutt admirc, the nobleft and moft interetting that 
can engage the attention ofa real Chriffian.
